STABBED TO DEATH BY 

ESCAPING CONVICTS. -

INDIAN ALSO DIES FROM WOUNDS, 
This morning, at about 4 
o'clock, a tragedy occurred at the 
Victoria Gaol which has created 
a very deep. imrression in the 
Colony. . Four Chinese convicts 
broke Joose from gaol and 
one. of thom murdered Warder 
Speed, besides wounding two 
Indian warders, one of whom has 

since died. 
The story, a8 gathered by our 
reporter (the officials of the Gaol 
paing reticent on the matter) is 
shortly thus:-At about 4 o'clock 
this morning, Warder J. L. Sreod 
was on duty at “E” ward.
